You  will  want  to  take  advantage  of  this  year’s  wide  variety  of  exciting  new 
stockings  to  enhance  the  natural  contours  of  your  leg.  The  right  choice  in 
hosiery  can  definitely  minimize  any  type  of  leg  problem  you  might  have. 
In  the  three  pictures  above  we  have  selected  three  very  distinct  types  of 
hosiery  for  three  different  types  of  leg  contours.  For  the  heavy  ankle  we 
chose  Rivoli’s  “Black  Heel”  in  a  deep  soft  “Visa”  color.  This  dark  heel 
minimizes  the  ankle  on  the  same  principle  that  the  black  dress  slenderizes 
your  figure.  For  the  thin  leg  we  present  Glen  Raven’s  “Micro-Clear”  in  their 
light  “Serene  Sand”  shade.  This  seamless  style  is  excellent  for  the  thin  leg 
because  any  line  or  seam  would  reduce  the  leg  to  still  smaller  proportions. 
This  style  plus  the  light  shade  adds  width.  The  heel  reinforcement  is  very 
low  and  comes  below  the  shoe  level.  For  the  heavy  calf  we  prescribe  Rivoli’s 
dark  seamed  stocking  in  their  “Bonheur”  shade.  The  dark  seam  subtly 
divides  the  wide  area  across  the  calf  for  a  slenderizing  effect 
The  built-up  heel  and  deep  shade  also  minimize.  To  the 
left  we  show  a  beautifully  groomed  leg  emphasized 
by  “Bridal  Spray”  pearl  and  embroidered 
design  illustrating  the  new  look  in  stock¬ 
ings.  Pale,  romantic  shade  is 
“Gala.”  By  Willys  of  Hollywood.

You  will  want  to  protect  your  new  carefully  selected  hosiery  wardrobe  against  runs  or  snags, 
la  order  to  get  the  longest  possible  life  out  of  your  stockings,  there  are  certain  simple  rules 
to  follow.  In  washing  always  use  luke-warm  water  and  a  very  soft,  mild  soap  which  dis¬ 
solves  easily,  such  as  the  Ivory  Snow  our  model  is  using.  If  you  use  a  soap  which  does  not 
dissolve  thoroughly  the  natural  luster  of  your  stockings  will  be  dulled.  Do  not  wring  out  or 
rub  them,  but  soak  and  then  squeeze  gently,  before  rinsing  them  in  luke-warm  water.  Hang 
them  on  a  towel-covered  rod  where  they  will  not  blow  against  a  rough  surface.  In  putting  on 
the  stocking,  the  greatest  care  is  required,  because  this  is  where  most  stockings  are  snagged. 
Glen  Raven  Hosiery  Company  always  requires  its  operators  to  cream  their  hands  many  times 
a  day,  in  addition  to  daily  manicures.  This  should  also  be  applied  to  your  legs  and  feet  to 
protect  your  stockings.  Take  the  stocking  in  both  hands  and  roll  down  neatly  to  the  toe.  If 
the  stocking  has  a  seam  under  the  foot,  use  this  and  toe  reinforcement  as  a  guide,  making  sure 
the  seam  is  exactly  centered  under  foot.  With  the  palm  of  your  hands  unroll  up  the  foot, 
using  the  seam  at  the  heel  as  a  guide  for  centering  the  leg 
seam.  This  eliminates  last  minute  tug  when  stocking  is 
completely  on  which  weakens  the  fibers.  In  putting  stock- 
ings  away  after  washing,  fold  them  in  pairs  and  tuck  away 
in  each  compartment  of  a  plastic  or  fabric  stocking  case. 

These  suggestions  take  very  little  extra  time  and  energy 
and  you’ll  be  delighted  with  your  longer-wearing  hosiery.
